The  Warren  G.  Harding  $1  Coin  Cover  is  the  29th  issue  in  the  American  Presidency  $1  Coin  Cover  Series.  Only  20,000  units 
will  be  produced.  Priced  at  $19.95,  this  coin  cover  includes  two  circulating  quality  Warren  G.  Harding  Presidential  $1  Coins 
from  the  first  day  of  mintage  at  the  United  States  Mint-Jan.  8,  2014,  for  the  United  States  Mint  at  Philadelphia  and  Jan.  6, 
2014,  for  the  United  States  Mint  at  Denver.  The  coins  are  mounted  on  a  display  card  and  placed  inside  an  envelope  bearing  A 
Flag  for  All  Seasons  (Forever®)  stamp.  The  postmark  of  “Feb.  27,  2014,  Galion,  OH”  marks  the  date  the  Warren  G.  Harding  $1 
Coin  Cover  was  issued  by  the  United  States  Mint.
